Election.^ are ponding .igaiu. The call i.s 
out for nominations for the positions of facul- 
ty reprosentativc* on the Students' Council, and 
this week is the one in wliich the opiwrtunity is 
given to the .student body to decide who will 
execute the wishes and the affairs of the stu- 
dent body for the coming session. 

It is high time that the .students really 
realized the obligation which is imposed on 
ihcm of .^electing .«uitablc officers to admini.«tcr 
its affairs. For a brief interval it is the duty 
of thinking students to seriously consider ques- 
tion of selecting the right men for tlio respon,'^- 
ibilily which they have to entrust men, who, 
while their turn of office holds, have the say as 
to what and how things will ho done. It is a se- 
rious responsibility which i.« offered, and it is 
;i rosi)onsibilily equally serious to decide which 
of the many clegible men ready to accept the 
office should be .-^elected. 

There are pleny of men of .«ufficient moral 
strength and ability to successfully undertatke 
the direction of affair? we have no doubt. That 
these men are always selected is another ques- 
tipn. Tlio real difficulty lies in the fact that 
-•^tlidents do not always rccognirA" .^uch ability, 
arid .succumb to the unfortunate tendency to let 
tilings "slide". Or pos.«ibly the poinilarity of the 
candidate is .sufficient pull to land him into of- 
fit-e. I'-requently a man may be a iiriiice of good 
fellows and. wortliy of the highest respect, witii- 
oiti being the right man for the particular" post. 
It is a qiie.-iion not only of the right man, but of 
iliG right man fop the particular job. 
I The Students Council needs men of .some 
.'naturily, capable of weighing questions in the 
light of a certain amount of experience. It iieed.s 
men a certain analytical clarity of vision, 
.•oupled with a certain amount of constructive 
imagination. Primarily, however, it needs men 
>{ character- careful in pas-sing judgements, 
•.'!'.! strong to execute them. 

Ill too many case.* tlic election; go by ac- 
ianiHtion. a word which really implies unani- 
nous approval of the whole body. Unforlun- 
itely it usually niean.s now univer.sal indiffer- 
nce of the whole student body. There are al- 
vays two men capable of ho^Iding an office, but 
he chances are that one will make somewhat of 
I bettej- job of it than tiie other. Simialarly 
'.hej-e k no leasoii why the first of them should 
)e the better of the two. We would like to see 
he time when every office which goes by elec- 
lion will be contested by two oi- more aspirant.s 
:o an office which has become more of an hon- 
'lUr to hold on account of tlic competition. 

There are a iiumbei' of important ques- 
.i,on.s and decisions with which the new execu- 
iive will b;' faced, many of (hem involving new 
ideas of campus politics. Jt is up to the studenbs 
to sée that the right men are selected to face 
them. 

NOT YET 

"Tliei'c are two .schools of iliought,"' said a 
professor in a certain Arts course the otiier day. 
"The om; .school holds that nothing is any good 
unless it is new, and the other that nothing is 
any good unless it is old. Probably .they are 
both wrong. Proably the truth of tiiê matter is 
that there is no 'new' and no 'old'. 

Here we have expressed the idea, not that 
"there is notthing new under the sun," not that 
modern science and thought has found the way, 
— but that true l>eauty and truth, are evei' new 
and interesting, no matter when created or by 
Avhom discovered. 

Youth may be tiie tinie of fieedom of 
thought, of independence of tradition and con- 
vention; but there may aI.9o be in our modern- 
iam just a shade of self conceal. Jn the pi-ide of 
oiii' youth and freedom, we tçar down the old 
gods, and scoffiiigly declare that tliey exist no 
more. We set ourselves up a.s iiitellectual athe- 
ists, and declare that we have advanced to tJie 
belief that there are no gods at all. But per- 
haps we have not yet advanced as far as the 
ancients, who having pj-ogj'essed to that satne 
.stage of disbelief, continued to advance, and i)i 
the place of the old gods ei-ected t he new. In- 
stead of OUI' vei'y conscious pride, then, perhaps 
we should be very humble, for in literature, in 
art, even in religion, we may perliajss have torn 
down the old, but wc have not yet replaced them 
with the new.
